Year end statistics at The Children's Aid Society of Hamilton-Wentworth 
Show that the number of confirmed cases of abuse rose an overwhelming 
percent during 1987. Of the total 402 cases, physical abuse cases 
accounted for 213: an increase of 115% over the 99 registered in 

1986. The remaining 189 cases were registered as sexual abuse. 


Children's Aid Society authorities are alarmed not just because of the 
Substantial increase in the number of child abuse Cases. DUL wal So 
because the number of children who had to be removed from their homes 
because of the severity of the abuse almost doubled to a high of 48 
children. Not only is removal of children contrary to the CAS 
philosophy of keeping families together -- even if under supervision by 
a social worker -- whenever possible, but also it is stretching beyond 
Capacity an already overburdened foster care system. Removal of the 
offending family member is more frequently the preferred option 
treatment in one of the Society's groups for child abuse perpetrators 
being offered in the hope of eventual reunion of the family. Treatment 
groups are also offered by the Society to non-offending parents, ee 
victims and siblings.

The Children's Aid Society of Hamilton-Wentworth is in urgent need of 
drivers to escort children to regular appointments and visits with 
their natural parents. Drivers are also needed for children attending 
early evening support groups conducted at the Society's headquarters. 
Carol Adler, Volunteer Co-ordinator, said "for many of our youngsters, 
participation in the groups is an essential part of learning how to 
deal with the problems in their lives; but without volunteers to 
transport them, the Society is often forced to pay for taxi's in order 
to ensure the children's participation in group programs. 
Unfortunately, the high cost of transportation often means we have to 
cut back on other valuable programming because of the VErY Strict 
government limits on CAS budgets". 


Drivers must be able to provide their own car and be Willing to meet 
insurance regulations. They do, of course, receive reimbursement for 
mileage at the rate of .26¢ a kilometre. 


Also needed are volunteers interested in forming a close personal 

om 8 6©relationship on a one-to-one basis with children who are returning to sme 
the community following a period in an out-of-town group or treatment 
centre. Lacking ties to this area, these youngsters -- usually 
adolescents with serious adjustment problems -- provide a real 
challenge to volunteers who have had some experience in working with 
children. Reimbursement for expenses for recreational outings and 
transportation is provided.
